Dear Mr. Editor, 

This letter takes my thanks to you for 
the joy your magazine has often brought 
me, a horse lover and a missionary 
working among the tribal Uraons on the 
high plateau of Jashpur. No wheels turn 
for 8 months of the year in this isolated 
region. A man must walk or ride if he 
wants to go places. 

The odd plane that flies over my 
bungalow and my radio receiver are the 
only things that remind me that I am 
living in the Jet and Sputnik age! My 
“dak” or mail comes once a week car- 
ried by a runner who patters along 
jungle trails to the tinkle of bells tied 
to his ankles. In his bag which hangs 
from his spear butt your welcome maga- 
zine has often made the journey sent 
by a friend in Muncy, Pennsylvania, 
U.S.A. 

I have been working among the tribal 
people of Central India for the last 15 
years. I do all my touring on horses. 
To-day Gold Flake, an imported Aus- 
tralian waler which once raced in Cal- 
cutta, and Fuji, the subject of this 
letter, are serving me and my 5600 
Christian Uraons in my jungle parish. 

Ambakona is a very tiny dot, 840” E 
and 23'5” N, indicating a hamlet of 45 
mud huts, my bungalow, school, and 
church on the map of India. 

With every good wish for a merry 
Christmas and a bright and prosperous 
New Year for your magazine.

Don Fernando was a robust, wealthy, 
good-natured landowner. But his hall- 
mark was his love for food. When he 
died in 1884 he weighed 450 pounds 
and was buried in a coffin a yard deep. 

With Don Fernando's death, the 
rancho fell to two sons and four 
daughters. Over the years some of the 
land was cut, sold and fell through 
several hands. A major portion includ- 
ing the adobe, however, was held by an 
unmarried daughter until 1919. 

In that year, the California Water 
Service Company acquired the adobe 
and the rounding land. The adobe 
was leased briefly in the 1920s by the 
Pierra Morat family and then for about 
15 year ntone S. Machado used it as a 
cow barn. The historic house had ap 
parently reached the end of the line. 

The idea to restore the adobe and 
turn it into a museum was first ad 
vanced in 1937 by the Contra Costa 
County Development Association. The 
association's museum committee, 
headed by Superior Judge A. F. Bray, 
worked toward that goal 

GIVEN TO COUNTY 

As a result, the water company in 
1940 deeded the adobe and 2's acres 
of land to the county. The following 
vear the restoration project fell into 
the hands of the Contra Costa Horse- 
men’s Association, which took out a 99- 
vear lease on the site. 

John Miller, then sheriff of Contra 
Costa County and charter president of 
the horsemen’s association, put a group 
of prisoners to work on the project. 

“The place was really in bad shape,” 
Miller recalls. “The building was sink- 
ing, the walls were cracked, all the 
doors and windows were gone.” 

Miller “moved his office” to the 
adobe, and directed the work for several 
months. One prisoner, a skilled mason, 
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more than 40 vears the little 
Don Fernando Pacheco was 
the center of the Walnut Creek 
basin. Scores of poorer class Mexicans 
athered daily at Don Fernando's elab 
orately-laden dining table and ate, drank

the most part are generally put on by 
some type of service organization, rid 
ing groups, sheriff's possees and even 
in one case in California, a fire depart 
ment is the sponser. The fire depart 
ment is in San Jose, California, where 
the men of that department produce 
each year one of the nation’s finest 
rodeos. These men hire no promoters 
of any kind with the exception of the 
stock contractor, who for their 1960 as 
well as their 1959 rodeo, is the Flying 
U Rodeo Co., owned by the two young- 
est rodeo promoters in the business, 
Cotton Rosser and Dick Pascoe 

For the most part a rodeo held in 
any given town becomes pretiy much 
ol a community thing due to the great 
amount of money that the rodeo will 
bring into that town. Spectators from 
far and wide will come into town for 
the rodeo, leaving many dollars for 
such miscellaneous things as _ food, 
drink, gas and even clothing. From the 
contestant’s standpoint, he must come 
into town, pay for his meals and a room 
either in a hotel or a motel. Using 
Chamber of Commerce figures at $10.00 
per day per person for food and lodg 
ing, all one has to do is multiply this 
by the number of contestants for the 
rodeo and possibly the horse show, if 
the rodeo has and then again 
multiply number of days 
that the contestants will be in town 
and the results will more than prove 
what the rodeo has done for the town 
rhe figure of $10.00 is considered very 
low as we all know that we must spend 
far more than this just to eat and sleep 
loo, the many other things connected 
with the rodeo operation must be con 
sidered. This would include many items 
such printing tickets, pro- 
posters, bumper strips, etc., 
advertising, radio and TV 
and any number of other items, depend 
ing on just what rodeo it is and just 
how big the operation happens to be 
All of this would have never 
been spent in the town if it were not 
for the rodeo. To make a long story 
short, rodeo then, is a direct benefit 
to any city or town where it is held 

One of the finest examples of the 
fast growth of rodeo is the one that is 
put on by the firemen of San Jose: 
Starting out in 1955 their rodeo has 
grown in attendance each year to the 
point where for 1960 they will have 
five performances in three days, May 
28, 29 & 30, 1960, instead of the usual 
three performances which was the case 
for the first five years. The Firemen’s 
Rodeo is held at the Santa Clara County

Fairgrounds, the home of the million

The San Jose Rodeo is governed by 
a board of nine directors and five 
trustees and some thirty-two commit- 
tees. The president, also a director, is 
Assistant Fire Chief Ronald Le Beau, 
secretary is Richard Bibby, a fireman; 
manager is Captain Gene Sawyer; Bibby 
and Sawyer are also directors. The 
rodeo also has a very impressive list 
of honorary directors and advisors who 
attend meetings and assist and advise 
the firemen in the rodeo operation. 
They are: A. J. Gilbert. Chief San 
Jose Fire Dept.; Paul Baracker, jeweler; 
A. P. Hamann, San Jose City Man- 
ager; Jack Thompson, State Senator 
of Calif.; John Roddy, rancher; Ed Fel- 
lows, judge; Duncan Oneal, attorney; 
Russell Pettit, chamber of commerce; 
Alex cart, merchant; Joseph Ridder, 
publisher; Herb Bettencourt, Betten- 
court Markets; Sal Cole, produce dis- 
tributor; Jas. Clayton, Jr., real estate; 


Chet Maher, rancher; Paul Rudolph, 
retired; Art Roth, Levi-Strauss; Jerry 
Rosenthal, merchant; Lillian Bakmas,

Bobby Clack, businessman; Buster Kel- 
liher, rancher; Frank Dean, Old Town, 
Almaden; Marco Borello, former world 
champion trick rider; Ed Keeble, con- 
tractor; David W. Knapp, attorney; 
Marshall Hall, superior judge; Walter 
Kampfen, rancher: Jack Roddy, present 
intercollegiate rodeo all-around cham- 
pion; Nancy Templeton, housewife; Lou 
Kelly, businessman. Each honorary di- 
rector is well known and respected 
in his respective field throughout the 
state 

The rodeo is backed by the Chamber 
of Commerce, Better Business Bureau, 
Merchants’ Assn. and the San Jose 
City Council, as well as the County 
Board of Supervisors. Many of the mer- 
chants give window space for the rodeo 
displays and advertising, also many run 
the rodeo cuts in their ads in the 
local papers. The rodeo committee goes 
all out in many ways to create interest 
in the rodeo; each year they hold a 
rodeo queen contest, a large downtown 
parade and at least one cowboy dance 
the evening prior to the rodeo. The 
parade, for an example, last year, was 
the largest that San Jose had seen in 
more than 27 years. It had in excess of 
2,000 participants not counting the 
military. This year’s parade promises 
to be even larger 

The rodeo queen contest is opened 
this year to all of the bordering coun- 
ties around Santa Clara and to many 
of the Bay Area towns. This year the 
city of San Jose will celebrate its 110th 
year as a chartered city, and as such 
the entire city will go all out in the 
over-all celebration. Many other events 
are being planned with the rodeo as the 
climax. This year if plans can be com- 
pleted in time the firemen will have an 
old fashioned pit bar-b-que, the type 
that was so famous in years gone by.

San Jose was the first pueblo in the 
state, this was back in 1777 and at 
that time (according to history) the 
first rodeo in the United States was 
held, and not three miles south of 
where the firemen hold their rodeo 
today. All of the forementioned rea- 
sons are just a part of why the Fire- 
men’s Rodeo is the fastest growing 
rodeo in the country, other reasons of 
course is the rodeo itself; the Fire- 
men’s Rodeo has nine arena events 
while most other rodeos have only five 
or six. The events at San Jose are bare- 
back bronc riding, saddle bronc riding, 
Brahma bull riding, wild calf roping, 
team roping, steer wrestling, wild cow 
milking and the Brahma bull scramble, 
and girls’ barrel racing. On the track 
for additional enjoyment of the fans 
will be more than 15 individual contract 
acts, featuring the Roy Rogers Liberty 
Horse Drill, Rhythm on Wheels, with 
Fantasy in Feathers and featured will 
be Betty Chism, the world’s champion 
girl trick rider. Wilbur Plaugher will 
have his great and mystifying act 
“Where's Wilbur?” Wilbur will be as- 
sisted by Billy Keen in crowd pleasing 
antics of rodeo clowns. 
Other things on the track will be 
trick and fancy riding, trick and fancy 
roping featuring the great Frank Dean, 
who ropes a running horse while stand- 
ing on his head in a bucket: his Aus- 
tralian bull whip act and the 85 foot 
bull whip. The track events will be 
open and novice cutting; California 
reined stock horse (open); hackamore; 
ladies’ California reined stock horse; 
senior western pleasure: stock horse 
on halter, and four children’s western 
horsemanship classes. Because the San 
Jose Firemen’s Rodeo is produced from 
start to finish by the members of the 
San Jose Fire Department, they can 
offer all of the above and still come 
up with the most reasonable seat prices 
of any top flight rodeo in the entire 
west. For reserved seat prices and box 
seat prices they will be $2.50 for adults 
and $1.50 for children under 12; $3.50 
for adults and $2.50 for children under 
12, respectively. Bleacher seats sell for 
$1.50 for adults and $1.00 for children 
under 12, but do not go on sale until 
one hour prior to rodeo time. 
A Shetland pony will be given to 
some lucky youngster during the rodeo. 
For the comfort of the rodeo fan, he 
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may sit either in a reserved or box 
seat in the concrete grandstand and 
under the $150,000.00 roof and also 
for the protection of his clothing the 
reserved seats are plastic covered and 
the box seat chairs are of the contour 
folding type. All of the above is just 
one little reason why redeo is growing 
so popular. Many other reasons are just 
as well known to the various rodeo com- 
mittees throughout the United States. 
These committees are not at all unlike 
the members and their wives of the 
San Jose Fire Dept., they too work on 
their own time with no compensation 
Too, the rodeo Cowboys’ Assn., Inc., can 
be given much credit for making rodeo 
what it is: they have set down hard and

The association also has 
created various committees, such as the 
rodeo information commission that as- 
sists all rodeo committees in their 
publicity and the rodeo foundation 
which aids in various policies such as 
how many rodeos should be televised, 
setting up the fees paid to the as- 
sociation by the 500 odd rodeos and 
many other and sundry ways to aid the 
sport 

For a comparison, rodeo has always 
been compared to major league base- 
ball as to attendance figures. Each year

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GIRLS’ BARREL RACING IN CALIFORNIA 


By GENE SAWYER

One of the fastest growing events to 
ever grace any kind of an arena in 
California is a comparative new one, 
the Girls’ Barrel Race. Whether it be 
at rodeo, horse show, or at a matched 
roping arena, barrel racing has caught 
on faster than any single event to come 
along in years. The very rapid growth 
of this event can be credited to the 
very wonderful group of young women 
who gave their own time and money 
to get the event under way. The girls 
organized in 1958 under the banner of 
the California Barrel Racing Associa- 
tion, with Emma Jean Judkins, presi- 
dent; Phyllis Bryant, vice president; 
Roxy Freeman, secretary-treasurer, and 
Jan Wells, publicity 

The event is a highly competitive one 
and not only shows the ability of the 
rider, but that of the horse as well. A 
good barrel racing horse must be able 
to take the turns around the barrels 
in as short a turn as possible and then 
to be able to take off for the next bar- 
rel and the finish line at breakneck 
speed. The most important point about 
this event is how, in just a short time 
here in the state, it has captured the 
fancy of rodeo fans and patrons. Be 
cause of its tremendous appeal to the 
ticket buyers, we predict that before 
too many moons it will be considered 
a standard rodeo event. An example of 
how this event has caught on with the 
fans is, I think, best proved by how it 
was received at the San Jose Firemen’'s 
Rodeo last year. With the aid of the 
large time clock where the fans can 
actually see the time of each contest- 
ant, the barrel race proved to be one 
of the best crowd pleasers the Firemen 
have ever had. The event will be held 
again at San Jose on May 238, 29 and 
30 at all of the five performances and 
this year over a longer course, which 
will give the fans a better chance to 
see just what a good barrel horse and 
its girl rider can do 

The horses used in barrel racing are 
of the Quarter Horse type and in most 
cases they are from the high priced 
variety coming from the nation’s top 
sires and dams. Lots of training, a great 
deal more patience and then weeks of 
practice go into making a good barrel 
horse; you just don't go out and buy 
a fast horse and figure to ride him in 
the next race. The horse must be 
taught to start practically at breakneck 
speed, then to almost slow down to 
a walk so that he will not take the turn 
around a barrel too wide and then 
pick up that lost speed only to do 
everything all over again at two more 
barrels before the run for the finish 
line 

The race is run in a clover leaf pat- 
tern which also must be taught the 
horse in order that he will run to the 
proper side of the barre! which is dif- 
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ferent for the horse due to the fact 
that no two barrels are to be turned 
the same way in a row. To knock over 
a barrel means that you are out of 
the money for that go-round, although 
most girls will finish out the rest of 
the race to keep the horse in the 
proper frame of mind, even though it 
is for a lost cause 

The training of a good barrel horse 
may take weeks, months or vears, de- 
pending on just what training the horse 
had when you obtained him. When you 
figure that you have done your utmost 
for both yourself and the horse, you 
send in your entry fee for your first 
race, you probably have to trailer your 
horse many miles to get there, finally 
you're Waiting your turn at the barrels, 
you feel that the horse is well trained 
and you confidently await the nod from 
the flag judge. You get the nod, head 
for the starting line, get the flag and 
head for the first barrel; with the drop 
of the flag the crowd starts to yell and 
the old horse gets a little excited and 
over goes the first barrel; you head 
for the second with the same results

and then for the third barrel you finally 
get the horse around the barrel and 
then sprint for the finish line. You 
get a nice round of applause from the 
crowd for your efforts, but at this time 
your thoughts are not about what the 
crowd thought of your efforts, but on 
what you think of the horse, even the 
possibility of what you may have forgot 
to do in training the horse after you 
have cooled down. You ask yourself 
over and over again why the old nag 
did not take the barrels as he did 
when you were training him. Finally 
it dawns on you that while you had 
the horse at home, everything was 
peaceful and quiet with no crowds to 
give him the jitters. 

It might be well to point out here 
that horses are not at all unlike hu- 
mans, they, too, can get stage fright and 
although most horses are never 
bothered by a crowd, some are and 
many a horse show rider, or a grand 
entry rider has had to find it out the 
hard way, they no doubt had to pick 


themselves up off of the ground, you 
just knocked over some barrels. You 
then go home, get out the old victrola, 
get a couple of band records and if you 
can find one, a record with lots of ap 
plause in it, and play them as loud as 
you can in order that the horse will be

My only reason for pointing out this 
bit of training, is to try and show in 
just a small way, what these California 
girls had to go through to get barrel 
racing started in California, even more 
important, what they had to do to give 
the rodeo committee a good barrel race, 
to the point whereby it would help 
them to sell the race to other rodeos. 
The girls did the job and I am certain 
that every rodeo committee who has 
ever had a barrel race will tip their 
hats to the girls. 

The records of barrel racing speak 
for themselves. In 1958, the first year 
of the organization, there were 19 races 
for a total purse of $705.00, only 15 
members to start with and at the end 
of the year there were 34. In 1959 
there were 42 races with the total 
purses of $4,070.00 and the member- 
ship increased to 87. Only an estimate 
can be given for 1960, but there figures 
to be over 60 races and the purses 
should be in excess of $5,000.00. 

The 1959 officers were Emma Jean 
Judkins, president; Phyllis Bryant, vice 
president; Ann Hansen, secretary-treas- 
urer, and Jan Wells, publicity. The 
1960 officers are Phyllis Bryant, presi- 
dent; Charlene Jesperson, vice presi- 
dent; Alma Evetts, secretary-treasurer, 
and Jan Wells, publicity. 

The champion for 1958 was Charlene 
Jesperson of Bakersfield, Emma Jean 
Judkins of Gilroy, second; Tokey Woods 
of Fresno, third, and Phyllis Bryant 
of Coalinga, fourth. The 1959 champion 
was again Charlene Jesperson, now of 
Hanford; Janis Montgomery of Sanger, 
second; Phyllis Bryant of Shafter, third, 
and Jean Libby Compton, a_police- 
woman from Long Beach, fourth. 

The California Association now has 
merged with the Girls’ Rodeo Assn., 
and because of this merger the out- 
look is even brighter. Too, with barrel 
racing being one of the featured events 
when the rodeos were televised from 
San Francisco and Denver, it is the 
opinion of many that it will not be too 
long before rodeo fans will be asking 
for the barrel races at rodeos which as 
yet do not have them. 

I think the best proof of what a barrel 
race can do for a crowd was evidenced 
at the San Jose Firemen’s Rodeo last 
year; with the aid of the big score- 
board clock for all to see, the fans 
screamed themselves hoarse when a 
girl made the turn at the last barrel 
and headed for home, in particular, 
when it looked like her time would be 
faster than the girl before her. Need- 
less to say that the whole thing ap- 
peals to the general public, and when 
the public demands something, you 
had better get it or else. 

Naturally the best of the barrel races 
are run over longer courses where it 
gives both the horse and the rider the 
chance to show ability and training. 
Fans and rodeo committees alike will 
see this long course at the Firemen’s 
Rodeo at the Santa Clara County Fair- 
grounds on May 28, 29 and 30, 1960, 
and at all of the five performances.

What's New in WESTERN WEAR

Rodeo Styles 


Femininity and color coordinated 
color, brighter color, softer colors, more 
colors dominated the Western style 
picture for spring, along with more ruf- 
fles, lace ruffles, and lace yokes in 
ladies’ styles 

New fashions for women will also in- 
clude a new comfortable and cool West- 
ern overblouse, and a shirt made like a 
vest; increased emphasis on fancy yokes, 
continued interest in huge floral prints 

and for the men, more and more short 
sleeves and a wonderfully comfortable, 
washable, handsome cotton knit. 

And (and this should bring cheers) 
LEVIS is making a slim fitting women’s 
jean in sand and turquoise polished cot- 
ton. 

Coordinates are also important fash- 
ion news this spring several of the 
larger houses have been coordinating 
trousers and shirts for the past few 
years, and more and more are adding a 
trouser line so they can make matching 
trousers and shirts; until the matching 
outfits are dominating the style picture. 

I have often stressed that color was a 
good substitute for a slim budget—that 
the differences between just a shirt and 
pants, and a good looking outfit were 
mainly two—color and tailoring. Now 
with these new coordinates—both bell 
bottom and straight cut trousers with a 
better and better fit all the time—you 
don't have to buy expensive clothes or 
walk your legs off trying to match colors 

-they are already matched or blended.

will hem to 33'2 and they really fit an 
average gal—me, for instance. 


FRILLY AND FEMININE wash ‘n’ wear shirt 
by Panhandle Slim, in a choice of 12 delicious 
colors—-Nylon lace ruffles accented with rib- 
bon tape trim-——note, too, the new neckline 
and collar. Worn with Cactus Jane yoked 
trousers. 


This lace ruffled shirt, called Miss La- 
redo, comes in 10 delicious colors, in a 
long sleeve, has a smart rolled collar 
and V cut neck. Lace ruffles show up 
here in another model with two rows of 
ruffles outlining the fancy yoke—on cot- 
ton and arnel jacquard—and on still an- 
other with a yoke of lace and lace 
sleeves, on a cotton sateen in pretty pas- 
tels, accented with rhinestone snaps. 

New yokes include the Lone Eagle, a 
spread eagle which forms the entire 
front yoke—duplicated in back—out- 
lined with hand stitching—welt pockets; 
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LACE YOKE AND SLEEVES~ another ftemi- 
nine touch by Panhandle Slim — accented with 
rhinestone snaps, luscious on cotton satin. 


or a neat, unusual yoke which extends 
clear down the front placket—on a drip 
dry cotton in a narrow pastel stripe; The 
Cactus Flower, an inverted cactus flower 
forms the pocket and matches the same 
yoke and pocket design on a drip dry 
bell bottom or straight legged trouser 
in complementary colors; fancy curlicue 
yokes called the Tumbleweed and Hell- 
raiser. 

Fabrics include a cotton and chrome- 
spun Jacquard — a lattice check — neat 
and conservative for the rancher and 
cowboy 

Women’s trousers, started in this line 
about two years, include new washable 
fabrics with the body and crispness to 
keep snug bell bottoms from stretching 
and wrinkling—including a rayon and 
nylon gabardine in many luscious colors; 
an imported Italian fabric that feels like 
fine tropical wool, in a neat houndstooth 
for men or women in a plain pant; and 
for men a 100% tropical wool Bengaline.

This, in fact, is the secret of the new 
color coordination. No retailer can af- 
ford to carry a size range in a specific 
shirt and pant to match—but this color 
coordination means that the whole line 
is in the same color tone—that several 
shirts will go beautifully with several 
pairs of trousers—and a few will match 
exactly. 

Pioneers in color coordination were 
the LASSO people — also famous for 
their fine winter jackets—and who, in 
cidentally, have carried coordination 
even into the winter jacket. One of the 
newest things in their line are ladies’ 
fleece lined jackets in pastel polished 
cotton—and they are making their new 
Vaquero “LoBoy” trousers to match 
these new jackets—other news here too, 
their trousers also are 34 inches which 
will hem to the 33'2 inseam necessary 
for a tall gal—like me. 

These folks came to market with the 
first coordinated line—several shirts to 
match each pair of trousers—and each 
shirt would go with several pair of trou- 
sers—The plaids and stripes and prints 
in each are carefully chosen for at least 
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three colors that will coordinate with the 
trousers—this is done with an eye to a 
smaller inventory for the retailer and at 
the same time, more variety for the cus- 
tomer. 

Their line this spring continues and 
enlarges this idea — with six different 
price lines to choose from, all in crease 
resistant, drip-dry cottons, in fresher, 
brighter colors borrowed from the 
Southwest and Mexico — from cactus 
blooms, brilliant sunsets, the turquoise, 
the fire opal 


COLORFUL AND FEMININE is this jacket by 
Lasso smart and warm with a white fleece 
lining — bright in brilliant turquoise cr laven 
der polished cotton--made with trousers to 
match. Note arrowhead detail on yokes and 
pockets. Worn here with a new Donhoy hat 
with a piquot velvet binding and hat band 
to complement the jacket. 


These new lines include a striped pas- 
tel perma-pressed denim, complemented 
by matching solid color—lavender, yel- 
low, turquoise, pink—in the bell bottom, 
slim jims, shorts and matching shirts— 
a princes type overblouse with a side 
zipper. The Paseo model comes with cot- 
ton broadcloth trousers, matching shirts 
in 5 coordinated colors; the Conchita 
with heavy cotton gabardine, prints and 
plaid shirts to match, long or short 
sleeves; the Rattler, 11 colors in the 
trouser, 21 patterns and colors in the 
shirts, including dobbeys and florals; 
or the Rosita with sheen gabardine trou- 
sers very fancy yoke, pleated bell bot- 
tom.

HERE is little doubt but what the 

centennial celebration of the Pony 
Express, July 19th to 28th, will feature 
one of the greatest horse participation 
activities the citizens of this country 
will ever have had the opportunity of 
witnessing. 

When the first rider leaves from Sac 
ramento and St. Joseph in Missour!  %n 
that July day, each will be astride ine 
first of some 1000 horses that will par 
ticipate, about 500 on the eastward run 
and the same on the westward run 
They will also be the first of a like 
number of riders 

This means that through each section 
of the eight states that the route 
courses, local riders and horses will 
participate. The rerunning of the Pony

Express fundamentally will be largely 

a tribute to American youth. Most of 

the daring riders of the famous mail- 

carrying service were very young men 
many of them in their teens 

An advertisement of the times in San 
Francisco, seeking riders, stated: 
“Wanted young skinny riders, wiry 
fellows not over 18. Must be expert 
riders, willing to risk death daily. Or- 
phans preferred. Wages $25 a week.” 

There is one thing for sure the re- 
running of the Pony Express will not 
be one in which riders must risk death 
daily for they will not have to meet 
the hazards the original riders did. 
There will be one new hazard—the 
modern automobile that they will en- 
counter as each man rides his three 
to five mile stretch of the 1980 mile 
route 

Take for instance the first ride of 
Warren Upson to whom Sam Hamilton 
turned over the first mail after his 
ride out of Sacramento April 3, 1860 
Upson accepted the mail at Sportsman's 
Hall above Placerville. He had been 
hand-picked for the job of taking the 
mail over the Sierras into Nevada for 
it was one of the toughest sections of 
the entire route, at least weather and 
terrain wise, and he was a horseman 
and woodsman who knew his way about 
in those rugged mountains. 

The weather over the Sierras was 
unpredictable even in April and to help 
offset any bad weather Upson’s ride 
had been arranged for the daytime 
hours. Hamilton came into Sportsman’s 
Hall ahead of time and Upson took off 
at once. 

Weather played its mean hand to the

hilt. It selected this very day to usher 
in a violent freezing spring, and the 
further Upson rode the less sure he 
was that his horses would hold up for 
they had to battle deep snow every 
inch of the way. On eastward the going 
was even worse. It was not only snow 
but a violent bitter wind that created 
great drifts and clouds of snow that 
blotted out familiar landmarks. He 
knew the trail well and he was prob- 
ably one of only a few men who could 
have ridden 85 miles over a trail that 
most would have considered impass- 
able. 

Boston Upson — the Boston was a 
nickname that stuck with him through 
all the reports about his riding feats 
had to trust to the instinct of his horse 
in many places in battling through 
the worst blizzard of the year, and he

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did not get out of this extremely mean 
storm until he started down the eastern 
slope of the Sierras where just inside 
what is now the Nevada state line, he 
stopped at Friday’s Station and turned 
the mail over to Bob Haslam, who be- 
came one of the most famous of the 
Pony Express riders. 

“Haslam was one of the greatest 
riders,’ explains Col. Waddell F. Smith, 
owner of the Pony Express History and 
Art Gallery at San Rafael, and presi- 
dent of the National Pony Express Cen- 
tennial Association. “His ride was really 
remarkable and is an interesting story 
in itself.” 

Then this fine historian, who is the 
great-grandson of William Bradford 
Waddell, one of the Pony Express foun- 
ders, referred to the history of Pony 
Bob Haslam’s greatest ride as related 
in an address June 13, 1959, by Sherrill 
Halbert, United States District Judge 
in Sacramento, on the occasion of the 
dedication by Sacramento County His- 
torical Society of the Historical Marker 
in front of the Hastings Building, West- 
ern terminus of the Pony Express, at 
1006 Second Street, Sacramento. As re- 
leased by Russell, Majors and Waddell 
Pony Express Foundation, the descrip- 
tion of Pony Bob’s ride as given by 
Judge Halbert follows: 

*“Haslam’s regular run was from Fri- 
day’s Station, located about where State 
Line is now situated, to Fort Churchill, 
Nevada. But he rode whenever and 
wherever the danger and the need was 
the greatest. His greatest ride—possibly 
the greatest ride in American History 

came in March of 1861, when he was 
called upon to carry the inaugural ad- 
dress of President Abraham Lincoln 


from Smith’s Creek to Fort Churchill. 

“The importance of the fast delivery 
of President Lincoln’s inaugural ad- 
dress was recognized by all. Russell, 
Majors and Waddell had made elabo- 
rate preparations to speed the address 
to Sacramento. They had a fresh pony 
stationed every ten miles along the 
entire 1966-mile route. As a further 
insurance for speedy and safe delivery 
of the address, reliable Bob Haslam 
was selected to make the ride over the 
117-mile trail from Smith’s Creek to 
Fort Churchill. Not only was this a 
difficult run, but it was especially haz- 
ardous at the time, because of the 
armed attacks being constantly made 
by the warring Paiutes. 

“Pony Bob received the mochila with 
the President's address at Smith's 
Creek and sped west, making the fastest 
run ever to Cold Spring. His initial 
surprise changed to worry when he saw 
no Indians at Quaking Aspen Bottom, 
or in either of the mountain passes. 
This he knew was too good to be true, 
so at Cold Spring he asked, not for 
the fastest horse, but for Old Buck, a 
horse noted for being able to smell 
an Indian miles away. 

“On Old Buck, Pony Bob dashed away 
and passed ambush after ambush area. 
Finally, however, Old Buck pointed his 
ears forward and snorted. Bob looped 
the reins around the saddle horn, drew 
and cocked his two revolvers and rode 
on. Suddenly there were Indians on all 
sides. Bob applied the spurs, dropped 
flat on Old Buck, and they raced on. 

“Indians boiled out of the brush like 
a swarm of hornets and fired shots, 
and arrows from every direction. Bob

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RULES FOR SELECTING 
“MISS PONY EXPRESS” 


Even the women can get into the 
act when the rerun of the Pony Ex- 
press is started July 19th, for the Na- 
tional Pony Express Centennial As- 
sociation has set up a program for ob- 
taining a queen for the occasion—Miss 
Pony Express. 

The rules as announced by James 
H. Phillips, 926 Jay Street, Room 916, 
Sacramento, California, chairman of the 
National Operations Committee, are as 
follows: 

1.—Queen shall be selected from 
among the queens selected by the states 
of California, Nevada, Utah, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas and Mis- 
souri, under the following rules and 
she shall be known as “Miss Pony Ex- 
press.” 

2.—Each contestant shall be a native 
daughter of the state she represents. 

3.—Each contestant must have 
reached her 18th birthday by January 
1, 1960, and not have reached her 21st 
birthday by January 1, 1960. 

4.—Each contestant must have writ- 
ten consent of parents or legal guardian 
to enter the contest 

5.—Each contestant must never have 
been married 

6.—Each contestant must be willing 
to appear in appropriate clothes or cos- 
tumes as and when designated by the 
National Pony Express operations com- 
mittee 

7.—Each contestant must agree to 
abide by and conform to these rules 
and all rules and requirements promul- 
gated by the National Pony Express 
Operations Committee 

8.—Each contestant shall agree to 
appear at all times and places necessary 
to select “Miss Pony Express” at no ex 
pense to the National Pony Express 
Centennial Association. (It is suggested 
that if a contestant cannot afford to 
pay her expenses for this purpose, that 
she be financially assisted by the Pony 
Express Association of her state, or by 
riding organizations in her state.) 

9.—Each contestant must agree that 
if she is selected “Miss Pony Express,” 
she will appear on all required occa 
sions and at all required places in con- 
nection with the events and activities of 
the rerun of the Pony Express 

In this respect it is hoped and ex- 
pected funds may be made available by 
the National Pony Express Centennial 
Association to assist in defraying the 
reasonable and necessary expenses of 
“Miss Pony Express.” 

10.—Each contestant must furnish the 
horse when one is required, which horse 
must be of appropriate breed, of good 
quality and appearance and with ap- 
propriate tack. 

11.—Each contestant must be an ac- 
complished equestrienne and may be 
required to demonstrate it as part of 
the contest. 

12.—Each contestant must agree not 
to endorse any product or enter into 
any contract resulting from winning 
this contest without approval of the 
National Pony Express Association. 


CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 
THE PONY EXPRESS 
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depended on his sturdy mustang to 
take him through the ambush, and the 
pony did. This, however, was no ordi 
nary ambush, for he was surrounded 
by mounted warriors—several on stolen 
Pony Express ponies. Old Buck could 
and did outrun the Indian ponies, but 
not the swift Express ponies 

“There was only one thing for Bob 
to do, and he did it. As much as he 
loved horses, he had no choice but to 
shoot the pursuing mustangs as they 
approached, for the Indians left no 
sure mark as they hung on the far side 
of their mounts and shot at Bob under 
the ponies’ necks. One by one the In- 
dian ponies went down until only three 


were left. The Indians became more 
cautious and dropped back, but sud 
denly an arrow struck through the 


bone in Bob's left arm 


ness. Regaining composure, he turned 
again and emptied his gun at the on- 
rushing pony. Bob never knew what 
really happened, but faithful Old Buck 
carried him on, unmolested further, to 
the Middle Gate Relay Station. 

“He spent a few moments caring for 
his wounds, but in spite of them, he 
insisted on finishing his run to Fort 


Churchill—and he did. In the unbe- 
lievable time of eight hours and ten 
minutes he had ridden 120 miles, 


fighting off hostile Indians while he 
was badly wounded, and one arm use- 
less most of the way. Do you wonder 
that this run has been called Pony 
Bob Haslam’s greatest? 

“This ride by Pony Bob was a part 
of the fastest trip made by the Pony 
Express. The mail was carried from 
St. Joseph to Sacramento, a distance 
just under 2,000 miles, in seven days 
and seventeen hours.” 

There are many stories of the ad- 
ventures of other Pony Express riders, 
and later we will tell some of them, 
but there is such a galaxy of plans for

“The arm was now useless, and the 
pain was frightful, but he was still able 
to clutch the revolver in his hand 


Bob put away the revolver held with 
his good arm, jerked the arrow out, 
took the revolver from his useless 


hand, and as he rode through a narrow 
ravine which required the Indians to 
fall into single file, he fired three 
shots into the lead pony. Two Indian 


ponies went down, but the third es- 
caped 
“Bob tossed away the empty re- 


volver, took out the other, and turned 
once more to fire at the oncoming In- 
dian. As he did so, an arrow tore into 
his cheek knocking out five teeth and 
fracturing his jaw. Though stunned 
with shock, he did not lose conscious- 
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this July's event of interest to horse- 
men that some of the information must 
be passed on now so that proper par- 
ticipation can be planned. 

California horsemen are _ highly 
honored for one of their most popular 
and dedicated horsemen, James H. 
Phillips of Sacramento, who is presi- 
dent of the California State Horsemen's 
Association, has been named chairman 
of the National Committee of Opera- 
tions, which means that he and his 
committee members must see that each 
mile of the route has a horse and rider 
at the right time. 

On the committee with Jim, as he is 
known to his thousands of friends, are 
representatives from each of the seven 


other states through which the route 
will travel. The members as announced 
are: Nevada, Earl Guyton, Reno; Utah, 
Lyle Larsen, Salt Lake City, and Rulon 
Wood, Ogden; Wyoming, George 
Nimmo, Green River; Nebraska, Harold 
Stanathan, Lincoln; Colorado, Alfred 
Ward, Jr., Akron; Kansas, Byron Guise, 
Marysville; Missouri, Theodore Quinn, 
St. Joseph; California, James Phillips. 
Vice chairman of the National Commit- 
tee is Clarence A. Reeder Jr., of Salt 
Lake City. 

It was James Phillips’ ability in set- 
ting up rules for selecting horses and 
riders on the California end of the 
Pony Express run, that put him into 
the National chairmanship of the Oper- 
ations Committee, and consequently the 
most excellent organization he devel- 
oped in California caused his program 
to be adopted for use in the other 
seven states also. 

If you are interested in being a rider 
in the Pony Express read the following 
rules and if you can meet the qualifica- 
tions perhaps you can become one of 
the men who will help relive the past 
in a gigantic re-creation of history. 

The following rules have been 
adopted by the Operations Committee 
as a general basis for the final selec- 
tion of the horses and riders: 

1. Rider must be male and have 
reached his 21st birthday by July 18, 
1960. 

2. Rider must be a competent horse- 
man with a good knowledge of sound- 
ness and ability of horses. 

3. Horses must be of Western type, 
sound and in excellent condition 

4. All tack must be of Western type 
and in excellent condition 

5. Horse and rider must be physi 
cally and mentally able to start and 
complete his assigned portion of the 
ride without difficulty. 

6. Both horse and 
be subject to inspection 
rider commences his ride. 

7. The California Operations Com 
mittee or its duly appointed representa 
tive (or the Operations Committee in 
each state) shall have full authority 
to reject any horse or rider at his sta- 
tion or at any point before or during 
his ride for good cause. 

8. Riders must agree not to partake 
of alcoholic beverages of any kind 
whatsoever during his ride and for a 
reasonable period prior thereto. 

9. Because much of the riding is 
on or near pavement, as a safety pre- 
caution every horse must be shod with 
borium treated shoes or rubber shoes. 

10. Every rider must agree to be at 
his station at least one hour before 
starting time. 

11. Every rider must agree to ride 
the stretch and on the date assigned to 
him by the California Operations Com- 
mittee (or Operations Committee in 
each state). 

12. Each rider should familiarize 
himself with his assigned stretch of 
the ride a reasonable time prior to 
commencing his ride.

“Plenty spots before your eyes”

The N-E-W-S Drill, a “Fun” Drill

(This drill, as are all other John M. Henry drills, is written for the amateur team, 
but of course can be used effectively and satisfactorily by a group of professional 


NE-W-S DRILL 
By JOHN M. HENRY 
The N-E-W-S drill is far from the 
precision movement drill, quite a de- 
parture from the deadly-serious exhibi- 
tions which drillmasters of many, too 
many, professional teams worship and 
often use to excess in their shows 


Not all drillmasters dislike such as 
N-E-W-S, however. For instance the 
Paul Revere (1948) and Little Prairie 


Flower (1949) have been applauded by 
horselover audiences in some 23 of the 
USA states. Drillmasters of amateur 
teams especially like the pantomomicry 
of Paul and Little Flower 

The N-E-W-S drill described here is 
a vehicle by which a team of any size 
may ride out a skit or a few skits that 
is enjoyable to spectators, uses horse- 
manship, and, moreover, demands imag- 
ination on the part of drillmaster and 
participants something required by 
few precision drills 

Four skits are outlined here. But, ob- 
viously, a team could substitute skits 
of its own for any here 

The letters, N, E, W and §S of this 
drill do not spell out the word “news.” 
Rather they are an intriguing way of 
indicating areas living in the North, in 
the East, in the West and in the South. 

For this drill a team of 15 or 16 or 
more members is needed. The team can 
be divided into groups, each group put- 
ting on a skit, if large enough for that, 


or if the team is smaller, the whole 
team can be used for each skit 
It is preferable that the skits be 


shown or ridden to someone definite, 
maybe for a decision as to which skit 
is best. But that is not necessary. How 
ever, if the decision plan is used, the 


“judge” can be almost anyone a few 
nomriders, a visiting dignitary, or a 


group of husbands and wives of riders 
or parents of riders 

And the skits can be on almost any 

top.c, of course. In a recent show “Fa 


mous Battles” were ridden out, the 
tanbark figuratively running red with 
blood; a team with a school master 


for drillmaster showed excerpts from 
Othello, Macbeth and Tempest. And so 
on 
Details of Drill 

For this N-E-W-S drill, divide team 
into two equal sections, or thereabouts 
One we shall call the red, the other the 
blue 

The red team will present the N and 
the W skits, and the blue the E and § 
On a side of the field, against the fence 
or railing, distant from the entrance to 
the field, is a spot where the judges 
will be located. In this instance they are 
Miss , who has been chosen in 
beauty or some such contest and her 
two attendants, the two runners-up. 


They are on horses, of the kind which 
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will stand still, and ride on at the time 
designated by the announcer 

Music, “Here Comes the Queen,” “All 
Hail the Chief” or some such “hailing” 
tune 

Announcer—To the tune of . 
the judge, or judges for the next drill, 
comes onto the field. In non-regal life 
she is Miss (real name), and her two 
attendants are Miss ———— and Miss 


(Girls ride onto the field, the queen 

alone and the two others together 

a horse length behind. They jog 

trot to spot designated for them, 

turn and face toward center of ring, 
the queen a half-horse to the 
front.) 

Now that the queen is on her throne, 
we shall reveal that for Her Majesty's 
pleasure, we shall present four plays, 
brought from a great distance at large 
expense and much effort, in an effort 
to please her and make her glad she’s a 
queen. One of these wonderful plays 
comes from the cold wastelands of the 
North, another from the teeming cen- 
ters of the East, a third from the with- 
ering prairies of the West, and the final 
and fourth one from the effete areas 


of the South. Perhaps Her Majesty will 
tell us which of them she likes best, 
that this group may be made her will- 
ing slaves to serve until released. 

Now, in a split second you. . . and 
she . . . shall see the first of the plays. 
This play is titled “Amour Along the 
Arctic” or “We've Got Our Love to 
Keep Us Warm.” The stars, in addition 
to the dogs, will be Igloo Ike, who is 
a disk jockey from Station KOLD, and 
Little Edith Temperature Drop, chosen 
last year as the “hottest icicle north of 
Nome.” 

Ike asked Edith if she'd like to take 
a dog-sled ride and she said yes, and 
so they are taking a dog sled ride. But, 
before we raise the curtain, let me ex- 
plain that when the ride started, just 
north of the Arctic Circle a few min- 
utes ago, she was sitting on the sled, 
and he was standing behind, yelling 
“mush” at the dog, in the best tradi- 
tions of the northland, but he .. . and 
she decided that was no fun. If 
there was going to be any mushing go- 
ing on, they wanted to be closer to- 
gether: she got off the sled and is 
alongside him, at the rear of the sled, 
helping him with the mushing. 

(“Players” come on. Music is some- 

thing cold like “Winter Wonder- 

land.” Four horses single file, rid- 
ers wearing fur hats or parkas, 
maybe fur coats if convenient, but 
with signs on back “Dog.” They are 
barking like dogs. Rear rider with 
lariat is pulling on ground sack

filled with hay, or old tire or some 
such object serving as a “sled.” The 
two stars are riding close together, 
immediately behind the sled, doing 
their best to have arms around each 
other, and each yelling “mush, 
mush!” Better not try using a whip. 
They go on. On back of man is sign 
“Ike,” on girl is “Edith” . The 
team goes to a point in front of the 
queen, dogs barking, stars mush- 
ing, then another rider slowly ap- 
proaches across the field, timing 
his appearance to what the an- 
nouncer is saying.) 

Now, here they are, all accommo- 
dated to a nice little buggy ride, which 
can be quite a ride because nights are 
six months long up at the Arctic. Note 
the ecstatic expressions on the two of 


them, note the eagerness with which 
the dogs dash across the white land. 
scape. Note how happily he mushes .. . 


and she mushes. .. . On into the ever- 
changing coloring of the northern lights 
these two lovers ride together, fully 
aware that after awhile he will kiss her 
and then and there the frigid north will 
keep their lips together, and from then 
on, to all intents and purposes, they 
will be one 

(The lone rider approaches. ) 

But, look, there comes a musk ox. 
Maybe you don’t think it looks like a 
musk ox, but it is, musking along there 
and approaching our buggy-riders. Now, 
what will the dogs do? Ah, that’s a 
good question. 

(The dogs bark louder, and begin 

chasing the “musk ox,” which 

seems to show fight, rushing at the 
dogs. The rope is dropped and the 
sled abandoned. The dogs keep up 

a yapping at the ox. Meantime, the 

lovers are looking toward each 

other, then at the fighting animals, 

then slowly ride off the field, di- 

rectly. When they are off, the dogs 

chase the ox off.) 

Well, there seems no doubt about 
what the dogs will do about that ox. 
They will chase it. But, meantime, back 
at the sled, how about Ike? How about 
Edith? Yes, how about them? They 
seem to have settled the matter 
inswered the question .. . in their own 
way. There they go, off into the 
northering weather, while dogs chase 
ox, and ox runs like everything. 
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There, they are all off the field, and 
we do hope our queen was impressed 
by the presentation of “Amour Along 
the Arctic,” by the terpischorean and 
dramatic section of the ——— drill 
team. 

And just as soon as they get the dogs 
and ox separated out in the wings, an- 
other group of players will present the 
second of our plays. 

There, we are ready. This play is one 
entitled “Who's Playing First?” or “Mu- 
tiny Among the Middles.” Two great 
actors are stars, the part of General 
Nonesuch K. Nonesuch being taken by 
Athony L. Dripple, you know who he 
is; and that of General Somesuch J 
Somesuch by Lars M. Poppy, and you 
know what that means. The scene, let 
me say, is on Fifth Avenue in New 
York. The first general . Nonesuch 
K. Nonesuch, is leading his victorious 
army up that great avenue. That sounds 
all right, doesn't it? The ticker tape is 
showering down; maybe you can't see 
it, but it is. The victorious army has 
come back from victory at the great 
Battle of Ephriam’s Creek, and is re- 
ceiving the plaudits of the people. But 

while the genera] backstage is 
hunting for the yellow sash for his 
sword, let me warn you . there's 
some question whether the march will 
be peaceful 

You recall, don’t you, that at that 
battle another general was in charge, 
but he seemed to fail and this general 
took over. It was charged that General 
Somesuch J. Somesuch was doing the 
count down, and he mispronounced 
“three, two, one” and the missile, the 
mighty missile (name of drill team) 
refused to fire. Whereupon General 
Nonesuch K. Nonesuch stepped up, pro- 
nounced “three, two, one” correctly, 
and the missile went off, and the battle 
was won . Now, here comes General 
Nonesuch J. Nonesuch leading his vic- 
torious army. 

(The riders are in almost any ri- 

diculous kind of military garb. 

Music any military tune. The “gen- 

eral” is leading, leaning way back 

in a strut. His army is behind him, 

two by two. They walk slowly to a 

point just advanced of the queen. 

Meantime, a lone rider, in similar 

nondescript garb, is riding slowly 

at a distance, obviously spying, 


with hand shading eyes. He sud- 
denly dashes toward the gate, sig- 
nals and another “army” of several 
riders, with a “general” at their 
head, runs on. They dash up to the 
first shouting, and a general melee 
results, shouting, fists brandished, 
and every second or two one of the 
generals rides out and motions for 
the crowd to follow him. This never 
is done. Finally, the two generals 
emerge side by side, and with si- 
multaneous gestures, urge the ar- 
mies to follow them, which the 
armies do . and the two armies 
go off, at a jog trot behind the 
leaders who are abreast, the armies 
also two abreast.) 

The general obviously is taking his 
victorious army around so our queen 
can see it. What dignity!! What mili- 
tary bearing! Obviously this general is 
a very great military figure But, 
wait, who is that lone rider over there, 
peering at our hero and his heroes 
from an alley? See him shade his eyes? 
It is very easy to see he is a sinister 
figure . Oh, oh, there he dashes off. 

And now, what happens? At his 
signal, on comes the other general .. . 
the one who couldn't pronounce “three, 
two, one.” It appears he thinks he and 
his army should be marching up Fifth 
Avenue, all covered with ticker tape. 
; Oh, oh (ad lib as the armies 
“fight”) ... There, one of the generals, 
I can’t see which, is trying to get his 
forces to follow him, but they won't. 

.. Now, now the other is trying it. 
Now (more ad lib) Well, would 
you look at that, the two generals are 
trying it together . and wonder of 
wonders, the two armies are following 
them off to march up Fifth Avenue 
together .. . in the good old American 
co-operative way, sharing applause and 
ticker tape, and the plaudits, we'll just 
bet you, of our queen who is watching 
them . (As armies go off) . There, 
that was a unit of the — drill 
team’s terpsichorean and dramatic play- 
ers, presenting “Who's Playing First?” 

In just a second . .. the generals are 
fighting again as soon as we get 
them separated, we'l) have the next 
play, which will be much, much differ- 
ent. . . . This one is titled ““‘Whatever 
Happened to Arabella?” or “Men Get

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1. Here's a good, easy, free, balanced stop. 
The horse not hindered by a rider, weight 
distributed on both front and back legs, in 
balance to back, turn or roll over his hocks 
in any direction and to jump out forward if 
he wishes. This is the stop horsemen want a 
balanced “squat” stop with three or four feet 
on the ground. Notice how the horse's hind 
legs have come up under his body. He had to 
make a longer step with his hind legs to get 
‘em up there 


2. This attempt at stopping is all wrong! Rider 
has thrown his weight back to the rear knock- 
ing the horse's hind legs to the ground before 
they had a chance to make that longer stride 
behind. Rider's timing is definitely off in call- 
ing for a stop when the hind legs were almost 
to the ground, Horse didn't have time to reach 
farther forward. Rider should ask for stop at 
time the horse's hind legs are starting off the 
ground, giving it a chance to “thrust with 
them farther. Horse will now land stift-legged 
on his forehand, be out of balance to do any- 
thing until his weight goes back toward the 
rear.

It is to be understood this balanced 
stop can not be had with one try—or 
many tries. It takes lots of practice and 
concentration on the part of the rider. 
If the horse does not stop in one stride 
—and he usually won't—his head must 
be turned loose to reach until his hind- 
quarters come off the ground again; 
then check again. And so on until he 
does stop in balance. Learn to warn by 
the squeeze, “Whoa,” weight off his 
loins, and the right timing with the 
“give and take” of hands and you have 
a fair chance of “whoaing” him easily. 
And another thing: his head has to be 
pretty high in order to get his quarters 
under him at first. A horse just can't 
stop in balance with his head low: un- 
less he wants to stop, and he pokes his 
nose way out—and that’s alright, too, 
especially on a calf roping or cutting 
horse! 

This raising up in the saddle to stop 
was not logic to me for a long time 
but my horses never squatted down 
like I wanted. Then noticing the stops 
on many calf roping horses—and photo- 
graphing it—it gradually dawned that 
the horse's hindquarters were freed to 
come up under. Then remembering 
we used to stand in our stirrups when 
running or stopping in polo I started 
trying to stand. Sure, there was trouble 

lots of trouble—until I got my saddle 
fixed to ride close to the horse. There's 
not much bouncing around now, and 
the stop’s coming a lot faster and easier. 

You see some pretty good stops on 
rodeo calf-roping ponies because the 
rider is up out of the saddle with his 
weight on his stirrups. There’s a good 
balanced stop on two of the world 
champion cutting horses, Housekeeper 
and Skeeter. Both Robert Corbett and 
Phil Williams ride off their horse’s 
hindquarters, giving ‘em a chance to 
really learn how to use their hindlegs. 
Bill Elliott's Red Boy is another hind- 
quarter——working delegation, and I 
don’t reckon anyone would deny old 
Red Boy can’t cover the ground, espe- 
cially on rollbacks over his hocks. All 
three of these horses are mightly easy 
to ride, provided of course the rider 
has the ability and know-how to sit a 
top working cutting horse! 
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3. Suppose the rider “snatched” a little 
sooner, stil] throwing his weight back? .. . 
The hind legs might get a little farther under, 
but now the front legs are jerked up off the 
ground. He'll still land stiff-legged in front 
and bounce. It is estimated a horse habitually 
stopping on his front legs will shorten his 
usability five years, and the wear and tear on 
riders is something too—although it's their 
fault! 


BALANCED STOP 


Yes, sir! His hindquarters are where 
his maneuverability comes from. He 
learns to “collect” them under him if 
the rider knows how to train it. A few 
boys can hit this “lick’—others can’t. 
It takes know-how and timing, but it 
can be done! And in this article we've 
only covered part of the training for a 
stop. Hope to give you more later ‘cause 
everything has to be just right to put 
a finish on him! . . . Hasta la vista! 


4. Here's the way he will usually land out of 
Nos. 2 and 3, or worse! .. . Down on his fore- 
hand, legs stretched out. . . . Can he handle 
any from this position? . . . No, not much! He 
might be able to turn a little but not as fast 
nor as easily as off his hindquarters, were 
they up under his body. Hindquarters are 
where his “drive,” safest and fastest maneu 


verability comes from! They must be up under 
him to let him handle his best! How far under 
depends on what he is called to do at a par- 
ticular time. 


5. Let's try stopping logically: If the horse is 
loping the rider should have his seat out of 
the saddle in most cases; but if it isn't, the 
should raise up, squeeze with his lower legs, 
at this point of the stride — when three feet are 
on the ground, and the horse is starting to put 
down his lead foot. The squeeze will WARN 
the horse, and saying “WHOA” right about 
here will also tell him WHAT is going to 
happen. 
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6. The horse rolls up on 
his LEAD leg. Rider's 
weight is off hindquar- 
ters, freeing them to 
make the longer stride 
behind. Now's the time 
for the rider to check 
with his bit--and he still 
must keep his weight 
up on his stirrups. The 
horse makes his longer 
stride behind...and... 


7. Sits down easily, in 
balance, with his weight 
distributed on three or 
four legs. He is ready, 
right here to do any- 
thing the rider wishes; 
all he needs is the sig- 
nal! The stop was easy, 
smooth and fast!

From the Book — HORSE HANDLING SCIENCE 


By MONTE FOREMAN

So you're having trouble getting your 
old pony to use both leads. Well, let's 
go into it a little further. These illus- 
trations show how to go into the right 
lead, so when you get the right lead 
down, pull the horse’s head the other 
way and work on him with the other 
leg and with perseverance you should 
be able to get him into the other lead. 

Take a circle to the right to teach a 
horse the right lead. By taking a rein 
in each hand, pulling his head to the 
left which is the opposite direction that 
you want to go, and forcing him to go 
with your left leg, you should be able 
to make him take the right lead without 
too much trouble unless he already has 
the habit of only traveling in one lead 
when a rider is on top of him. 

If he doesn't take the correct lead, 
pull him down to a trot and start over. 
If you're working in a corral or pen, 
try to get his head pulled out to the 
left when you get close to a corner, 
then boot him into a lope with your 
left leg. Some horses won't boot into a 
lope without jumping over into the 
wrong lead, so sometimes a fairly long 
switch that you can carry in your left 
hand will make him take the lead easier 
if popped with it at the time when you 
get to the sharpest part of your corner 
turn. Spurring him “in the hay” only 
makes a horse start to switch his tail, 
and if he’s unwilling enough will soon 
make him throw it up or start wring- 
ing it 

Be sure that when you get your horse 
into the right lead that you lope him 
around in it for quite a way. This helps 
him get the habit of taking the right 
lead “on call.” Another thing that you 
always want to remember is to never 
turn a green horse to the left without 
breaking him down to a trot when 
you're in the right lead. When he’s

head loose. The lower you 
use your hands the quicker 
the horse starts to carry a 
low head. The softer the 
use of the hand the lighter 
the mouth, 


looking at a cow and running wide open 
it’s a different proposition. He'll do it 
himself then. Reining him into it before 
he’s ready only gets him disunited, 
messed up in his leads, and excited. 

Don’t try to make him change leads 
at a lope until he’s perfect in both 
leads. Always drop him down to a trot 
when you change directions and give 
him a chance to learn to carry and 
handle your weight. After a while, and 
I mean a couple or three weeks, he'll 
get to the point where when you raise 
up in your saddle, lean to the right and 
touch him with your left leg he'll break 
off into a lope in the right lead. You 
just lean the way you're going to go 
and he goes into the lead to go that 
way. Isn't that what you're after? 

If you have trouble with your mount 
trying to run too fast, just as soon as 
you get him into his lead correctly, 
start making smaller and smaller circles 
with him until he eases up. But be sure 
that he always keeps going in a circle 
to the left if he’s in the left lead and 
circle to the right if he’s in the right 
lead. 

When he gets to the point where you 
can do figure eights on him by loping 
to the center of the figure eight and 
dropping him down to a trot when you 
change directions, then he takes the 
other lead for the direction that you 
want him to go without ever a misstep, 
he’s ready for the “flying change of 
leads.” 

In the flying change of leads be sure 
that he’s running just about wide open, 
because it’s impossible for a green 
horse to change leads without disunit- 
ing unless he has speed. When you get 
ready for him to make his flying change 
of leads be sure that you “gun him” 
enough so that he'll be physically able 
to change without disuniting a single 
step. 

Lots of people are always asking me 
if after I train a horse can they ride 
him and will he perform for them the 
way he performs for me. I can only 
answer that this way. The higher a 
horse is schooled in handling science 
the closer the trainers ride the same 
way. In watching the top cutting horse 
riders I find that Milt Bennett, Robert 
Corbett, Grady Blue, Jack Hart, George 
Glascock. Ray Smyth, Phil Williams and 
a couple more all get pretty close in 
their way of riding a cutting horse. I 
compare these boys mostly by the way 
that they use their weight to help their 
horses handie and know where they 
want him to go, and their ability to 
stay off their reins. The ability of a 
horse to perform for any length of time 
is in the rider. If you get a well trained 
horse and have the “know-how” to ride 
him and keep him trained he'll perform 
just as good as you are able to ride. 
Yes sir, the better a rider gets, the 
closer he gets like the better trainers.

each could pick the horses they wanted 
from this famous foundation. The sale 
will be held at Reno, Nevada, at the 
Rodeo Grounds, sale barn on Saturday, 
June 4. Sale will be conducted by Bill 
Smale Sale Management, Stockton, 
Calif.

New enthusiasm for 
MORGAN HORSES as 
“Go Western” 


During the month of February J. 
Cecil Ferguson, Rhode Island, vice presi- 
dent of the Morgan Horse Club, made 
an extended trip through the West, be- 
coming acquainted with owners of Mor- 
gan horses and seeing the stock that is 
being raised 

His glowing reports of tremendous 
new interest in Morgans throughout the 
East and Middle West, illustrates as well 
as anything, the tremendous new enthu- 
siasm in all breeds of horses that is 
being displayed. Interestingly, he 
pointed out that much of the new 
vitality for Morgans is among new 
people who want pleasure horses to 
ride occasionally, mostly with western 
equipment, for the enjoyment of riding 
on trails, bridle paths or on farms. The 
trend to “go western” has swept the 
eastern part of our country, just as it 
has the West and today, horsemen must 
recognize that they are breeding horses 
for this market and must raise the kind 
of horses conformation wise, that will 
look well under western equipment 

While the Morgan breed 
will never rival the largest 
numbers, certainly these horses have 
much to offer to the general riding 
public, who want pleasure horses to 
ride in parades, on trails, etc., and pos- 
sibly be able to catch a calf that needs 
to be roped for doctoring on some 
ranches. Yes, Morgans have for many 
years been very capable ranch horses, 
one notable rancher who used Morgans 
exclusively for many years was the 
late Roland Hill, of the Horseshoe 
Cattle Co., of California and Nevada. 
He found them exceptionally capable 
horses in the Nevada Battle Mountain 
country and equally as worthy in Cali- 
fornia terrain. Interestingly too, his 
horses won the reining events at Elko 
and Reno, Nevada, competitions for 
many years. At one time, the Roland 
Hill breeding program was the largest 
in the United States and now if you 
look in your Morgan pedigrees, you will 
see the strong influence of his horses 
in the pedigrees of the Western Morgan 
horses. 

As interest in Morgans grew rapidly 
in the East, strong emphasis was placed 
on the Morgan as a show horse in three- 
gaited and driving competition and ac- 
tion, refinement and some sensitivity, 
was increased through selective breed- 
ing. In some cases, American Saddle 
Horse blood was infused to enhance 
these qualities. But at the same time

this was being accomplished by breed- 
ers who were looking for a “show 
horse” market for their horses, the 
great wave of “Western” interest was 
building and rolling along from the 
western shores toward the eastern sea- 
board. And so, perhaps, when the wave 
crested and broke over the East, breed- 
ers were caught, to some extent, with- 
out their bathing suits. That is, some 
didn’t see the wave coming and the 
horses they had raised were regarded 
as having too much refinement and too 
much high action. 

Fortunately, the Morgan horse is 
not an extremely light boned, sensitive 
horse and the breed by its very in- 
herent character righted itself and 
horses today more closely conform to 
what the buyers are looking for in 
pleasure horses. 

With all due respect for the other 
light breeds and they deserve and are 
getting high praise, we should re- 
member that the little horse of Justin 
Morgan, was one of the great progeni- 
tors of light horses on this continent in 
the nineteenth century and has wielded 
tremendous influence on other breeds 
Morgans have been close to farmers 
and rural people since the first colts 
sired by Justin Morgan became old 
enough to use. They were used for light 
farm work in the New England states 
during the week, driven to town on 
week ends, raced up and down the 
country roads with buggies and under 
saddle and the faithful horses of doc 
tors who were called out in all kinds 
of weather. 

These little horses, for they were 
generally 14.2 hands to 15 hands, were 
the most powerful, fastest, most de- 
pendable horses of colonial times and 
they have continued to serve well. 

We often think last of the disposition 
of a horse, since we most often want 
appearance first. But disposition of a 
horse is one of the most important 
qualities—his quietness, adaptability, 
willingness and consistent good temper 
have much to do with just how de- 
pendable he will be over the years. 
Here again the Morgan shines. 

For many who aren't interested in 
heavy competition at roping, develop- 
ing racing stock, and don’t particularly 
want to win a blue ribbon in a three- 
gaited class, Morgans are surely a won- 
derful answer to a genuine pleasure 
ride and are versatile enough so that 
young people can get all the “sting” 
they want from riding. 
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NATIONAL APPALOOSA 
SHOW MOVES FARTHEST 
EAST THIS YEAR 


Heading east for the third time since 
its inception at Lewiston, Idaho, in 1948, 
the National Appaloosa Horse Show will 
be staged on the banks of the wild, 
rolling Missouri River, traditional de- 
marcation between the East and the 
American West, on June 17, 18 and 19. 
The National will be staged in the 
modern plant of the Akotad Racing As- 
sociation, co-sponsors with the Appa- 
loosa Horse Club, Inc., of this year's 
National, at South Sioux City, Nebraska. 
This plant has ample box stalls, an ex- 
cellent covered grandstand and one of 
the finest track-and-infield layouts in 
the West. Two more flat races will be 
added to this year’s Performance Horse 
classes in recognition of the track fa- 
cilities 

For the first time, this year’s Na- 
tional rules will require a minimum 
height of 14 hands for mature, regis- 
tere? Appaloosas to show. This was one 
of the rules adopted at the mid-winter 
meeting of the Directors of the Appa- 
loosa Horse Club, Inc., at Phoenix, 
Arizona, on December 5, 1959. At this 
same meeting, the directors reaffirmed 
the policy that horses registered in the 
Appaloosa Horse Club of Canada and 
owned by a resident of Canada are 
eligible to show in the National and in 
al! shows sponsored by the Appaloosa 
Horse Club, Inc., and its regional af- 
filiates. 

A feature of this year’s National 
will be the first annual Judging Clinic 
to be conducted by Dr. William R. 
“Bill” Linfoot of Woodside, Calif., on 
Friday, June 17, before the actual Na- 
tional classes get started. “Bill” Lin- 
foot, DVM, will point out the whys of 
basic conformation, soundness and ac- 
tion and this feature is expected to be 
the most educational program ever put 
on for its members by the Appaloosa 
Horse Club, Inc. 

Two full days of competition will 
follow the Judging Clinic. Halter classes 
will work both days, with mare classes 
going on Saturday, June 18, and stallion 
classes on Sunday, June 19. The work- 
ing classes will show each night on 
these same two days. 

The annual business meeting of the 
club and installation of new officers 
and directors will be conducted during 
the National. 

From all indications, this promises to 
be an outstanding National Show since 
it will afford a fine opportunity for the 
numerous Appaloosa owners and breed- 
ers in the mid-west and east to show 
against the horses from the Appaloosa 
heartland.

13. The following was the oath re- 
quired to be taken by every Pony Ex- 
press rider: 

“I , do hereby swear, 
before the great and living God, that 
during my engagement and while I am 
an employee of Russell, Majors and 
Waddell, I will under no circum- 
stances, use profane language; drink 
no intoxicating liquors; that I will not 
quarrel or fight with any other em- 
ployee of the firm, and that in every 
respect I will conduct myself honestly, 
be faithful to my duties and so direct 
all my acts as to win the confidence 
of my employers, so help me God.” 

14. Every rider will be required to 
sincerely take substantially the same 
oath as a condition to being selected 
as a rider. It is anticipated that a bible 
will be used in connection with the 
taking of this oath and that the bible 
will be presented to each rider who 
completes his ride. 

15. Each rider must agree to abide 
by all rules and decisions promulgated 
by the California Operations Commit- 
tee. 

16. The rider must agree that all 
decisions of the California Operations 
Committee on any matter pertaining 
to or affecting the ride shall be final. 

17. Each rider must be willing to 
execute a release releasing all officia's 
of the Pony Express and everyone con- 
nected with it from any claim for dam- 
ages or liability that the rider may have 
on behalf of himself or horse against 
any Pony Express rerun committee or 
official or anyone connected with it as 
a result of participating in the ride. 

18. Each rider must possess a good 
reputation for honesty and integrity. 

19. The National Operations Com- 
mittee may, in its sole discretion, add 
to or modify these rules for good cause. 


In selecting the final riders the Cali- 
fornia Operations Committee will give 
preference to the following factors or 
conditions: 

a. Native sons of California with ad- 
ditional preference given to the number 
of generations that his ancestors are 
native Californians. 

b. Be an active member of a recog- 
nized riding group in the State of Cali- 
fornia at the time of filing his applica- 
tion and have actively participated in 
the activities of the group prior thereto. 

c. Bona fide residents of Sacramento 
or El Dorado Counties through which 
the original route passed according to 
the length of residence in each county. 

d. Youthful and typical appearance 
as an original Pony Express rider. 

e. The California Operations Com- 
mittee may, in its discretion, waive or 
vary these preferences for applicants 
anywhere in the State who in the past 
have demonstrated a keen and active 
interest in horses and horsemanship, 
or who have in the past made an out- 
standing contribution to the promotion 
and preservation of the memory and 
glory of the Pony Express or of the 
horse as a trail, pleasure or working 
horse, or for any other reason deemed 
satisfactory to the committee.

Before | started I do remember reading 
about Fritz Truan, the Champion that got 
killed in World War II on Iwo Jima, and | 
always sort of idolized him 

I think the main reason I rodeoed though 
was I liked the feel of a bucking horse 
under me. | probably got stretched over a 
rain-barrel and chapped more times for 
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letting herses buck with me than other 
kids got for playing hookie. I was breaking 
horses before I was out of the eighth 
grade, and with ranchers it's a real sin 
to let a horse buck with you when you're 
breaking him 

Harry Tompkins, the ox-master from the 
Catskill Mountains, was probably encour- 
aged to rodeo by Mike Hastings, one of 
the early day Champions. Hastings was 
foreman for the Cimarron Dude Ranch at 
Peekskill, N.Y., and Tompkins used to go 
there to ride. At first he rode just for fun 
then he got to listening to the cowboy 
tales, and started entering their week-end 
rodeos 

Before long Tompkins was entered at 
Madison Square Garden, and in just a 
few years he was Bull Riding Champion 
of the World. In 1952 he won the Bull 
Riding, Bareback Riding, and All Around 
titles 

Harry was always athletic, but looked 
more like a soda jerk than a cowboy, and 
still has the complexion of a true New 
Yorker. When I first saw Harry at Madison 
Square Garden, I wondered how they 
could let a pale faced kid like that enter 
I was sixteen years old at the time, my- 
self, and probably weighed 130 pounds 
soaking wet 

Two top rodeo hands from Roswell, New 
Mexico, really believed in going all the 
way following the foot steps of their idol 
This was Tater Decker and Buff Douthit 
and their man was the late, great Bob 
Crosby. One time Tater and Buff stayed 
all night with Lynn Beutler, and after sup- 
per Mrs. Beutler showed them to the guest 
room. The next morning when she called 
them for breakfast she found the bed un- 
touched, and both of them asleep on the 
floor. She asked, ‘What is the matter, boys 
omething wrong with the bed? 

No,” they said, ‘It's not that, Mrs. Beut- 
ler, Bob Crosby told us that if we always 
lept on the ground or the floor it would 
toughen us up.” 

Maybe it does at that—old Bob was as 
tough as they come 


When the rodeo was over at Fort Worth 
Texas, those 270 pound steer wrestlers 
were sure cussing the steers, and 160- 
pound Bill Feddersen, from El] Reno, Okla., 
was counting Nis money 

His competitors couldn't say he was just 
lucky, or that he drew good, because 
neither one of the steers Bill had were 
even thrown down by any of the other 
twisters

Pruett beat them all in Madison Square 
Garden in 1954. Pruett weighed around 
the 160 mark, and was better known as a 
Champion Bronc Rider than as a steer 
wrestler. When he won the “doggin” in 
New York, the shock was almost too much 
for those king size steer wrestlers.

It's what would be 
called a western, and the lady lead will 
be ridden by Miss Dolly Dimples,

(Music should be “Home on the 
Range” or some such prairie or 
western tune. Girl rider in little 
girl togs rides slowly onto field, 
looks about, hand shading eyes 
Big, bad bandit, mask over eyes, 
rides out and kidnaps her. She 
screams a lot. He leads off her 
horse. And they “disappear” hud- 
dling close to the fence. Her father 
rides out, looks at tracks in prairie 
grass, and dashes toward entrance 
to field, calling for the sheriff.

parts of dogs chasing the fox. And 
after them come the human being hunt- 
ers, who have just come out from the 
old southern mansion where this hunt 
began this morning with a stirrup cup, 
hounds milling about and all that.
